The buicheriog
did not take place, and on Suaday
the two men, together with Mike
Zoobley, also & Polack and neighbor,
were Jrinl:ing boer. Toward eve-
niog things became quite demonstra-
tive, evidently and a scuffle ensued
between Leargoski and Reamer, the
result of which was that Reamer was
threwn  out  of the  house.
Whether or not all three men
were engaged in the melee is difficult
to ascertain, but that no further ai-
tention was paid to the ejected man
by the other iwo is evident. The
vext moruiog, st an early hour a
mau was passing the place oo his way
to his work aod found Reamer lyiong
in » gutter near by. He nssisted bim
to reach home, and finally a doctor
wad seot for who made the discovery
that be was very badly cut in the
side, s0 severoly in fact that one of
bis ribs was severed, The man lin-
gered uotil  Wedoesday forenoon
when he died. Bofore his death,
bowever, we vaderstand be made a
statement of the case, but just what
that slutement was cannol be learned
atBruem.
o the above facts the man now in
jail was arrested and brought before a
jlul.ioe, who commitied bim to jail and
beld the otber Polack in $300 bonds
a8 & wilvess, All the purties coonee-
ted with the ease bave families, the
decensed being about 45 years of age
and leaviog a wife and seversl ehil-
dren.

PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH DEDICA-
TION.

‘mmﬂmumh

Porbaps the largest congregation
that ever sssembled in a religious
mecting was present at the dedicato-
ry services of the pewly rebuili and
remodeled Preshyterisn church on
Sabbath eveniog last, the number be-
iog estimatod st nearly four hoodred
people, the other congregations of
this place baving accepted the invita-
tion to join in the exercises, The
Pastor, Rev. J. V. McAvinch, an-
nounced the first bymn, and the sing-
ing being congregational all joined in
the hymns that were sung. Rav.
Raokin of the M. E. Chareh, Rev,
Shoup, of the F. M. Church, and
Rev. Brennan of the Wesleyan
Churob, oeccupied the pulpit with
Rev. McAoiooh, and very ably nssist-
od him in the services, ench of the
Reverend gontlomen named delivered
short addresses duriog the evening,

Rev. McAninch’s address was
mainly s historieal review of the
Presbyterinn church of Tionesta from
its organization to the present day.
Theae statistios we feel confident will
prove very interesting to all of our
citizsens, hence we publish them as

resonted. After his address the

'astor, in 8 most impressive and de
vout prayer, dedicated the new
choreh to the service of God,

HISTORY OF THE CHURCH,

Forty years ago, lacking a few days,
the Presbyterian church of Tionesta
was organized, with a membership of
sixteen—o! which nine were women
and six men, Prior to this however,
and leading up to it was a Sabbath
School, organized about 1848, by Mr.
Humilton we, who was its Super-
intendent, and Miss Anna May, alter-
wards Mrs. John Lamb, and Miss
Eva SBeott, now Mrs. Willlam Hu-
lings, of Denver, Colorado, the teach-
ers. This was a Univn school and re-
mained 89 many years after the or-

nization of the church, being the

rst Bunday school in the place. Thia
school was organized in the M. E.
church(a frame structure,standing on
the present ground occupled by the M,
E. church.f It remained here until
the erectlon of the Preshyterian
church, when the school was trans-
ferred to it and continued until the
erection of the present M, E. chureh,
about 1568, when it was in trans-
ferred to the M. E. church. During
all this time It remuined a union
school, but in 1878 the Presbyterians
organized a school in their own church
mking denominational.

HBerv of the Presbyterlan order
had been conducted at Infrequent In-
tervals by Revs. Babeock and Hamp-
son, of Titusville, and Dr, Craighead,
of Meadville, till at last a time came
when the few Presbyterians began to
look about them for a permanent
place to worshlp and a permanent
organization for their own mutual

and the advancement

of the Kingdom  of Christ,
They first set about the erection
of & place for worship. A lot was
purchased by Mrs, Margaret May,
wife of Rev, Hezikiah May, and by
her donated to the trustees ol the
Presbyterian church for church pur-
. A subscription paper, which

&till in existence contains the names
of thirty-three persons “who promise
to give the sum set o; te our
names to md in the erection of & Pres-
byterian church to be loeated in Tio-
nesta, Venango oounalg Pa.”’ which
suing amount to §1,1 00, 'The work
of building was sccordingly begun
and on Dec. 0, 1853 the originnl part
of the present sten cture was dedicated
to the worship of God. The entire
cost of the church was $1,8647.00, as
the *‘bill of expenses'’ shows, Who

Id the remaing 8450 is not stated

ut I believe it Is generally under-
stood, as Mr. Btow's hiberallty is well-
known,

On the day following the dedica-
tion, Dec. 10, 1853, the people met for
the purpose of formiong an organiza-
tion with Rev. Hampson as medera-
tor, and Wm,. Bailey as secretary.
After deciding the church should be
long to the new school, the following

raons were recelyed s members ;

milton Stow, James Hilands, Her-
man Bloom, Benjamin May, Wm.
McKinley, Selden T, May, M. R.
Riddle, ret May, Helen 8. May,
Mary A.Bmith, Elizabeth May, Fran-
eces A, May, Mary MeKinley, Lu
Belden, Mary M. Riddle and Ann 8,
May, Mr, Stow and Mr. Hilands were
chosen elders, Of these original 16
members, Mr. Stow, of Cinclonati,
0., Mr, McKinley, of Elizabeth, N. J.,
Mrs. Mary M. Riddie, now Mrs,
Waoodington, of this county, Mr. Ben-
jamin May and Mrs, Frances A.
May are still living,—the two latter
members at the present time. Mrs,
May being the only member who has
heen In continuous communion with
the chureh sinee its organization,

The first communion service was
held Jan. 15, 1856, conducted tﬁ’ Dr.
Cralghead. it would seem a thng
thing here to say a word concerning
Hamllton Stow. A devout and ear-
nest whole souled christian, He was
nlways seeking opportonitys to do
the work of his Master. After his re-
moval to Tionesta, he gave largely of
his time and means to this end, It
was through his efforts the Sunday
School wasstarted ; through his untir-
ing devotion the prayer meeting was
sustained, and through his generous
liberality the erection of the first
church was possible. He was not
satisfled with having made a begin-
ning but untll the time of hisremoval
In 1865, he manifested the same zeal
and energy Inthe advancement of the
Kingdom of Christ.

During the next one and a half
years the church was supplied oeca
slonall lw Rewvs, Berrege and Elliott
Rev. G. W. Hammer was engaged as
regular pastor Nov. 1856 and contin-
ued with the church about two and a
balf years, giving two-thirds of his
time to this flnee and the remainder
to Pleasantville, ite a number of
accessions were e during this pas-
torate. Among others was Mr, Jas,
A. Bowman, who perhaps deserves
more than & mere mention of his
name, Coming from Utien, Pu., when

The pastorate of Rev, Hammer,
which closed in March 1858, was fol-
lowed by three years durlng which
there is no necount of any preaching
service., Im 1861 Rev. R. C, Allison
became pastor, nnd remalned two
years, after which with the exception
of the serviees of Rev. Androw Virtue
flvlng but one third of his time, from

869 to 1871, the church was supplied
onl Irrqruiarly by Lhe Presbytery
until January 1875, The condition of
the church during these 12 years
soems to have been at a very low ebb,
The excitement created by the war
and also by the discovery of ml was
Injurious to the church and the ree-
ords show no evidencs of work done;
searcyly the existence of the chureh,
while on the other hund apathy and
negleet Is quite apparent. Shortly af-
ter the close of the war the church
suffered by the removal of many of
its prominent members to other plac.
es which, 1 a lurge measure also ac-
counts for its low condition. 1In 1875
Rav. Wm. Elliott, now of Canal Ful-

Rev, James Hickling, now of Dres.
den,Ohio, having l‘l.lp'pl ied the church
during the summer of 1880, was called
for one half time August 29, 1881.,
and remained with the econgregation
till May 1888, Of him itean betrul
snid—"He was a man and full
of the Holy Ghost.,” His earnestness
and singleness of pu was felt by
all. Although the early days of the
history of the church were not as
bright and prosperous a3 one could
wish for it,yet we realize that an esti-
mation upon numbers or ap-

rances i often false, The founda-
fon must be laid. But this work,
though all important does not always
strike the beholder with its true
worth., The work of a life time for
the coversion of asinglesoul is by no
means & wasted life,for it may be the
foundation upon which a noble super-
structure is to be built,and the value of
that single soul in the eyesof its crea:
tor, who can compute? Before the
harvest comes the seed time, and the
seed sown 1n hope and faith shall
surely bg and by bring fotrh abundant
frult. Buat itis almost nlwafs the
Divine Hushandman’s good pleasure
to have at least some of the reaping
along with the sowing, that the
earts of his workers may not grow
f;inl. and weary in the way, so it was
ere,
The years covered by the above
narrative from 1863 to 1888, were not
without visible results, 123 persons in
all were added to the church, many
of whom continue with us till this
day. Some have moved to other parls
of the Master's vineyard to take thelr
places among the ranks of christion
workers, while many have lain down
the cross to take up a crown and join
with the throng of the redeemed
“‘'who have washed thelr robes and
made them white in the blood of the
Lamb,"

Upto April 1st 1883, 198 persons
have been members of the church,and
the present roll of members is 80, The
elders at the present time, are Mr,
Archibald B, Kelly, ordained and in-
stalled, Aongust 5, 1877, and George
W. Robinson July 6, 1800, These
with the addition of U, A. Randall
consistute the trustees. In regarci
to benevolence the church has a good
record, though nothing definite can
be given earlier than June 1st, 1859,
the beginning of the present pastorate.
During the past four years the offer-
ings to the different Boards of the
church, aside from legacies, aggregata
$1,225. The Sabbath Bchool is in a
good healthy condition showing the
whole number enrolled to be about
180, One feature that is well worthy
of notiee is the large atlendance of the
oldest people of the congregation, who
have not arrived at the point of

Missionary soclety lest a valuable
member to whose constant and un-
wenaried efforts the society owes much
of its success.

Last, but by no means ieast, among
the special church mganlmt;uuu Aare
the Young People's Christian En-
deavor Bocieties, As a means for
binding together the hearts of the
young in the bonds of christian fellow-
uhllx. dew.-lnlalug christinn life and
activity, ineiting to good works these
gsocleties have saccomplished mueh.
The senlor soclety was organized in
the church April 1881, though it had,
its birth more than a year previous in
a club of boys rangiong from 12 to 16
years, they met each week for prayer
and the study of God’s word, Out of
this has developed a society number-
ing 82 active and seven associate
members, The christian character of
these meetings has never been lost
sight of nor I8 there any disposition to
o s0. Thelr regulur meetings on
Monday evenings are such good old
fashioned meetings of prayer, pralse
and speaking, that would win the
urpmwu of those who fear tho results
of multiplieation of societies within the
church and disarm all opposition. Al
ready 14 young people have umited
with the church who had been associ
ale members., In the summer of 1592
the Junior Endeivor was organized
under the superiptendency of two
members of the Senlor Endeavor
Misses Nannle Morrow and Anna
Anderson. 'This soclety hasn mam-
bership of 35 and s Funday after
noon meelings are giveo tothe study
of the Bible and de ©"onnl serviee.
This tralning of the children to take
part in public service can not but
make itself felt In comilng duays in
batter equiped men and wemen to do
Christ's work in the church.
